A Union Freight Termiaal. 

The Bush Terminal takes its name in 
combination from the man who con- 
ceived and built it and from the fact 
tliat it is a terminal for all the rail- 
road trunk lires. Over fifty railroads 
unite their terminal facilities at the 
Bush Terminal, and over forty steam- 
ship lines as well give terminal facili- 
ties there to the merchar:tS who use 
them for transporting their merchan- 
‘lise, 

In the West there is a transporta- 
tion deveiopment which is known as a 
‘Union Passenger Station.’ Instead 
of several stations scattered over wide- 
ly separated territories every facility 
to the traveller was contained in one 
building.

Have Escaped from Chang-Sha

BRITISH. GUNBOAT ARRIVES 





Mission Property, Including That of 


Americans, Seems All Destroyed, 


but No Lives Have Been Lost. 





LONDON, April 16.—Advices received 
here to-day state that a British gunboat 
has arrived at Chang-Sha, the capital of 
Hu-Nan, and that there is no further 
cause for anxiety concerning foreigners 
whose property has suffered during the 
rioting of the natives. 

Both the Wesleyan missionary and the 
London missionary societies re@pived tele- 
grams from Hankow under to-day’s date, 
announcing that the missionaries of 
Chang-Sha, either had arrived in Hankow 
or were on the way thither and that the 
missionaries in other parts of Hu-Nan 
had been ordered to that city. 

Later to-day the China Inland Mission- 
ary Society received a .message from 
Hankow stating that all the missions at 
Chang-Sha have been destroyed and all 
the personal effects of the missionaries 
lost, The message added that the mem- 
bers of the China Inland Mission, which 
was established by Dr. F. A. Keller and 
Mrs. Keller, Americans, in 1901, had ar- 
rived safely at Hankow. 

AMOY, April 16.—The cruiser Cleveland 
of the United States Asiatic Fleet has 
been dispatched to Hankow because of the 
anti-missionary riots at Chang-Sha. 


PARIS, April 16.—The Government has

TYPHOID WITH SERUM 


Anti-Typhoid Vaccination Now 





Receives an Authoritative 
Indorsement. 





AFTER MANY EXPERIMENTS 








It Is Likely to be of Benefit to Armies 
and the General Public, Says 
The Medical Journal. 





The opinion is now expressed, after ex- 
tensive experimentation, that: anti-typhoid 
vaccination is likely to be of benefit to 
armies and the general public. The sub- 
ject is reviewed by the New York Med- 
ical Journal, which says in part: , 

‘When the Advisory Board of the 
Army Medical Corps decided to recom- 
mend and support the vaccination of the 
officers and men against typhoid fever 
by the use of killed cultures of bacillus 
typhosus there were many members ‘of 
the medical profession who thought the 
proposition unsafe and ill-advised. In the 
March number of the Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital Bulletin Major Russell, who has been 
directing the work, records the results 
of the prophylactic method for the first 
year. He @escribes the method of pre- 
paring the vaccine, which is conclusively 
shown to be accomplished with the great- 
est possible care. 

‘‘ Beginning in February, 1909, and ex- 
tending to December of the same year, 
, 1,400 officers and men were vaccinated, 
and only one of them had an attack of 
typhoid fever. This patient received his 
first immunizing dose in New York and 
the second dose ten days later at sea on 
his way from San Francisco to the Phil- 
ippine Islands. Nine days after the ad- 
ministration of the second dose the man 
was admitted into the hospital with ty- 
phoid fever. The disease was mild, the 
temperature reaching 103 degrees but 
once, and there was no relapse. During 
the same period of time, February to De- 
'cember, 1909, there had been 130 cases 
, of typhoid fever among 75,000 men, oné 
| of which was the case that developed in 
‘a soldier who had been vaccinated. 

‘It of course, too early to draw 
lone definite conclusions on the value of 
‘vaccination from the experience in our 
army, but Major Russell reports no un- 
| toward results in the series of 3,640 vac- 
cinations performed on 1,400 officers, men, 

'and members ot their families. Consider- 
|able space is taken up in the report by 
'a study of the severity of the reactions 
' and of the negative phase. 
‘*‘In regard to the severity of the reac- 
| tion, it was observed that in some cases 
!the temperature following the vaccina- 
' tion rose to 103 degrees or over, and many 
of these men were found to have had ty- 
phoid fever at some previous time, vary- 
ing from thirty-five years to within five 
years of the time of the inoculation. It 
'thus appears that a former attack of ty- 
phoid fever leaves the patient in a super- 
| sensitive condition, so that vaccination 
is followed by a severe reaction; but pre- 
vious attacks of typhoid fever do not ex- 
plain all of them, nor does every one who 
has had a previous attack exhibit a se- 
vere reaction. 

“In regard to the negative phase, the 
; conclusions are drawn: That it is very 
doubtful if there is an increase of sus- 
ceptibility following the inoculation, vac- 
cination during an attack of typhoid fe- 
ver for therapeutic purposes failing to 
give evidence of such a: negative phase, 
and the statement that vacctnation should 
not be carried out in the presence of an 
epti temic is not justified by the facts. 

Of course, as the author points out, 
the active interest of officers and men in 
vaccination is colnctdent with the occur- 
rence of sporadic cases of typhoid fever or 
of company epidemics. If the command 
not immunized then, because of the 
supposed danger of tncreased susceptibil- 
itv following the vaccination, interest in 
the subject will be lost. his attitude of 
many medical men to the negative phase 
ihas been the greatest obstacie to immu- 
nizing the army.

Victim’s Own Sweet Melody Imitated 
by the Murderer—~Sentenced to 
be Shot om Sight. 





A-tragedy of bird life has upset the col- 
ony of feathered folk itn Prospect Park, 
' Brooklyn, for the great northern shrike, 
which appeared in the .park last Winter 
on a trip down from ‘Canada, has mur- 
 ‘@ered -the little hermit~thrush, sole fel- 
low of his kind, and the most highly 
prized songster in the colony. It was 
done brutally and witli mo excuse, for 
the shrike, who ts a cznnibal bird, has 
had a perpetual feast #f English spar- 
rows, his favorite meal, tm which to sate 
his appetite. So that outi of pure malice, 
Bpparently, the butcher ‘ird seized upon 
the rarest of the park por‘sessions. Death 
sentences on the shrike h:as been promised 
by the Park Superintendent. The slayer 
fs to be shot on sight. He is still at large, 
but unless he has already started back to 
Canada he will sooner or later meet his 
doom. 
That the justness of the sentence be 
appreciated one must rezilize that for 
' three years the solitary hermit-thrush, 
one of the rarest of the ‘woodland wild 
birds, has made its Winter home in Pros- 
pect Park. Besides his rescognized posi- 
tion as the rarest songster .among Amert- 


' pan birds the hermit-thrush is difficult to 


“find, and many people wll versed in 
bird-lore go for years withotit hearing his 
melody, which, the naturists assert, 
equals in beauty that of if:e European 
nightingale. 

Hermit-thrushes winter geagierally down 
mear Central America, ana spend their 
Summers on the tops of the most lonely 
mand inaccessible mountain peaks in the 
morthern part of the United States. They 

_ May be seen, not uncommonily, on their 
migrations, but they seldom ising during 
' these trips, and only in the daepest wood- 
fand can one be lucky enomgh to hear 
this American nightingale. Accordingly, 
when one of the shy, lHt#le fellows 
stopped off at Prospect Park ot: his south- 
prn journey three yearg ago great was 
the joy among the amateur naturalists 
hear New York. Apparently the her- 
gnit Ifked the park, and came to feel so at 
home there that occasionally the bird 
lovers who wake up betimes, forming a 
Bort of sunrise club of their own, have 
heard him sing.

When birds 
are out in the open ground he soars above 
them and then drops from a height. Next 
he hangs his prey on the spikes of a thorn 
bush, and isn’t at all particular to wait 
till the victim is dead before performing 
this operation. With shy birds “the 
butcher” takes still more mean advan- 
tage. In spite of his carnivorous diet, the 
shrike is an excellent musician, and when 
dinner is scarce he conceals himself in a 
tree top and lures his victims to their 
fate by imitating their cail notes. 

Now, when the shrike first came to 
Prospect Park the bird lovers were not 
greatly worried, for the shrike lis very 
fond of sparrow potpie, when he can get 
it, and there were certainly enough Eng- 
lish sparrows right at hand to maintain 
a colony of cannibals. Moreover, when 


the bird lovers found the sparrows hung 
up on the thorn bush they were inclined 
to welcome “ the butcher,’’ for the quar- 
relsome English sparrows have driven 
away many of the rarer woodland birds 
from the park. 

Possibly his shrikeship tired of his fa- 
vorite dish and wished to vary the menu. 
Anyway, early one morning he lured the 
hermit out from the shrubbery, and soon 
he, too, was hanging on the thorn bush, 
pierced through the breast. The feelings 
of the bird lovers were only partly soothed 
when the Superintendent ordered ‘“ the 
butcher’’ to be shot. 

The irfcident has brought to notice the 
large group of nature lovers who find 
Prospect Park a pnceting place for many 
unexpected varieties of birds. The park, 
they say, is on the direct north and south 
migration route of the birds, many of 
which stop off a few days in the protect- 
ed precinct to recuperate for the rest of 
the journey. Last year one of the ama- 
teur naturalists noted over ninety varie- 
ties of birds seen within the park. Be- 
ginning in January, one of the lists shows 
nearly thirty kinds of birds, including 
the herring gull, the pigeon and sparrow 
hawk, Cooper’s hawk, the shrike, the 
bluejay, starlings, goldfinch, Peabody 
bird, chipping sparrow, tree sparrow, 
brown creeper, fox sparrow, robins, her- 
mit-thrush, white-breasted nut hatch, 
downy woodpecker, screech owls, rusty 
blackbird, purple grackle, golden-crowned 
kinglet, yellowhammer, meadowlark, and 
crow. 

There was a pretty incident connected 
with the finding of the starlings. These 
are @ European bird, black, with a yellow 
bill, and were brought to this country by 
a wealthy New Yorker, who set a few 
loose on his estate, on Staten Island. The 
morning the man whose list is here given 
saw the starling he was puzzled. It 
looked like a blackbird, but its tail was 
too short and its bill was yellow. Follow- 
ing the bird with intense gaze, the ama- 
teur naturalist saw another man, and 
asked him if he could identify it. 

‘“Yes,’’ answered this second man. “It’s 
a starling. I haven't heard one since I 
ran away from home fn Germany, thirty 
years ago.” Thereupon the exile broke 
down and cried like a child. 

The fox sparrow is the eastest of all to 
fdentify. s name is derived from its 
color, a bright cinnamon brown, and it 
is the most energetic scratcher fn bird 
land, wn, * for worms with both 
feet at once. o do this, the sparrow 
keeps its + fae spread, hovering just off 
the ground. mee seen, even the child 
will never mistake the fox sparrow. 


MASONS LAY CORNERSTONE. 


Great Gathering Attends Ceremony 
Connected with Utica Chapel. 


UTICA, N. Y., April 16.—The corner 
stone of the new chapel of the Masonic 
Home here was laid this afternoon. It 
will seat about 700 persons, and will cost 
$20,000. About 1,500 Masons came in spe- 
cial coaches from New York and 200 from 
Buffalo and Western points. 

Brief addresses were made by the Grand 
Master Grand Secretary L. M. Ih. Ehlers, 
and John W. Vrooman, who was Grand 
Master when the cornerstone of the home 
was laid twenty years ago. The home 
has upward of 300 inmates, besides about 
100 children, the orphans of Masons. 











RELIEF PROMISED 
FOR SCHOOL NO. 98 


New Structure Likely Following 
an Official Visit to Noise- 
-Beset Building. 








UNDER EAST RIVER BRIDCE 





Trolleys and Tralns Above, Factory 
Next Door, Cause Dreadful Din— 
All Hoarse from Shouting, 





As the result of a visit by President 
Winthrop of the Board of Education, Dr. 
Maxwell, Borough President MoAneny, 
and Controller Mitchel to Public School 
98, 88 Sheriff Street, relief is in sight for 
the extraordinary conditions under which 
the children and teachers in those build- 
ings are forced to work. 

Public School 98, under the Williams- 
burg Bridge, has presented an unusual 
Situation for some years, but in spite of 
the conditions there seemed to be no hope 
for improvement, because that meant 
money. 

At the invitation of the Chairman of 
the locai School Board of that district 
Mr. McAneny and Controller Mitchel, rep- 
resenting the financial interests of the 
city, were invited to be members of a 
party including President Winthrop and 
Dr Maxwell. The school authorities say 
that the guardians of the city’s purse, 
particularly Mr. Mitchel, were deeply im- 
pressed with the need for relief, which in 
the near future now seems assured. 

The group of buildings officially known 
as No, 98 is unique in the city. It con- 
sist of five separate buildings, four of 
them one-story affaira, directly under the 
bridge and stretching from Sheriff Street 
almost to the Bast River. Above the 
class rooms is the roadbed of the bridga, 
over whioh trains and trolleys rumble 
all day long. On one side is a Jarge man- 
ufacturing plant with a steam-rivetting 
department wall to wall with Section 8 
of the schooi building. When the steam- 
rivetting is going on, which is eight hours 
@ day, the noise of the trains overhead 
scarcely can be heard. 

In justice to the Board of Education, ft 
should be said that “No, 08” never was 
intended for a permanent echool. When 
work was commenced on the bridge ap- 
proaches in Delancey Street, there was 
a sudden rush of workers to the spot. 
These crowded into the tenements near 
the river, bringing scores of children, who 
could not possibly be accommodated in the 
regular schools of the district. As it was 


expected that as soon as the bridge was 
completed the surplus yf ee ne would 
depart, emergency school structures were 
erected to meet what was supposed to 
be a temporary demand. 
Never Moved Away Again. 

But like many other emergencies, this 
one failed to emerge. The newcomers evi- 
Gently Uked their new quarters, for al- 
though the bridge has been in operation 
several years, the population has in- 
creased rather than diminished. The chil- 
Gren had to go to school, so that the 
emergency structures are still in use. 

Four of the five sections are lighted 
almost entirely by skylight. There are 
windows along the side, but these open 
against the high factory walls, and are 
of little assistance except for a few mo- 
ments each morning, when an occasional 
ray of sunlight filters tn. At 2 o'clock 
on the brightest afternoons the children 
work by gaslight. After 8 o'clock, in 
rooms where the gas is turned off, it is 
almost impossible to see across the room.

“There are other new build- 
ings, however, which I believe should be 
undertaken first.’’

Clubbing her earnings with 
those of a truck driver named Narunka, 
who had married her daughter Martha, 
she and he maintained the rooms at 431 
East Highty-first Street. Now and then 
she worked so hard that she had to go to 
the hospital. Once she had blood poison- 
ing of the arms—from overmuch laun- 
ary work, the doctors said. But lots of 
work was grateful to her fiery spirit. 

It was about a year ago that the luck 
began to fall badly. A piece of structura! 
iron smashed Emil’s thumb. He was 
driven to two hospitals, where he was the 
subject of much experimentation. Final- 
ly, about three months ago, his thumb 
was cut off. Meanwhile hhis home had 
gone to pieces. 
to live with her parents, and 
work pasting olgar bands, sometimes 
making $3 a week, but often making 75 
cents. 

After the operation on his thumb Ros- 
enthal still had to pay daily visits to 
Bellevue; blood poisoning was feared.

Robert W. Crawford Tells of His 
Work to Help ‘the Man at 
the Bottom. 








ALL IN LINE NOT TRAMPS 





Many Men Turn to Such Charity to 
Save Themselves from Starvation 
Rather Than Beg for Food, 





The Fleischmann breadline, which has 
not always been in favor with organized 
charity in the city, has found a stout 
champion in Robert W. Crawford, who 
came down from Fall River, Mass., where 
he is Superintendent of the Resoue Mis- 
sion, 

Fifteen years ago, Mr. Crawford said, 
he lost his job with the Government, and 
for a iong time he was unable to get 
work. He came to this city and for days 
wandered about looking for work until 
his last copper was gone and all his 
clothes that he could part with were 
pawned. .It was a dull season, and 
thousands were out of work and, like 
him, unable to find any. 

When the free lunches could be 
“‘“worked’’ no longer and when starva-

tion stared him in the face, he heard of 
the Fleischmann breadline, and every 
night thereafter he stood in the line for 
two hourg or more at a time waiting for 
the half loaf to be given out. 

‘‘It is grossly wrong and cruel,’ he said 
yesterday, ‘‘ for people to call all those in 
the breadline ‘bums.’ There are good 
men in there who are starving and have 
not the face to beg, but who would glad- 
ly get any kind of work if they could. 
The breadline alone stands, for the time 
being, between them and death by hun- 
ger in the street.. I found it that way, 
ani there were others in the breadline at 


the time I was there who would willingly | 


have worked. 
‘‘Later I heard of the Bowery Mission, 


and I used to go down there, hoping to | 


hear of some work. After a while I was 
told that the hop-picking season up State 
was opening and men would be needed. 
I determined to go up there and work 
long enough to get a new start. I had 
no money, but beat my yay on’ the rail- 
road. I was arrested at Sing Sing and one 
other place up. the river, but finally got 
employment in the hop fields.

When Wilson recovered 
consciousness a few hours later it was 
found that he was completely paralyzed 
from the chin down, but that he was not 
in pain, nor, indeed, did he suffer phys- 
fcallv from that time to the hour of his 
death. 

An X-ray examination made the follow- 
ing morning showed that there was a 
severe dislocation between the fourth and 
fifth cervical vertebrae. The attending 
Furgeons—who were joined in consultauon 
by Surgeon General Stokes, VU. 
Yr. Harvey Cushing of 
University—decided that Wilson was not 
strong enough to stand an immediate 
Operation, but that after a short time, if 
his condition warranted it, an operation 
might serve to restore his health. 

By Nov. 7 Wilson had grown stronger 
and it was determined to try the opera- 
tion. Surgeon General Stokes performed 
it, and it was a most delicate task, con- 
sisting of cutting away the laminae of 
the fourth, fifth, and sixth cervical verte- 
brae so ‘as to remove the pressure on the 
a cord. Then it was discovered that 
the spinal cord itself was so badly 
Jacerated that little could be done to help 
‘Wilson. 

A short time after this operation, which 
temporarily gave Wilson much relief, an 
attack of hypostatic pneumonia devel- 
oped, due to imperfect nervous action in 
the region of his lungs. Wilson seemed 
about to die, but he fought back the 
stupor that usually precedes death in 
such cases, and the surgeons were so 
estonished that they began to believe 
that, if they could sustain life for a long 
enough time, Wilson would finally re- 
cover. 

On Oct, 30, 1909, two weeks from the 
day on which Wilson received his injury, 
Cadet Eugene A. Byrne, a first class man 
of the United States Military Academy 
and left tackle on the Army team, re- 
ceived so severe an injury to his spine 
fn a game against Harvard that he died 
in the West Point Infirmary fourteen 
hours afterward. Byrne was hurt in 
mucn the same way that Wilson was, 
being off his feet at the moment when 
the physical strain was the hardest and 
when he was unable to protect himself 
or retain his balance. 

Their injuries came from entirely 4a4if- 
ferent causes, however, considered in the 
light of football itself. Wuhilson’s wound 
was from misjudgment of the distance he 
had to cover and the time he had to 
do it in. 
stant pounding he had received through 
the Harvard attack being directed 
against him for many successive plays

The renewal of the authoritative ane 
mouncement that Senator ALDRICH will 
retire from public life next March will 
inspire varying feelings in Weashing- 
ton and throughout the country. He 
is by all odds the most efficient legis- 
lative leader that the Senate has known 
since the civil-war period, and circum- 
stances have made his leadership of 
great consequence to the country. He 
has been in politics of one sort or an- 





other for forty years, and from the'| 


local government of Providence to the 
Senate of the United States he has gen- 
erally “‘ got what he went for.” Secure 
in the backing of his own little State, 
he has held his seat in the Senate for 
thirty years and from it has for many 
years substantially directed the course 
of legislation in the 
chiefly interested him. 

These have been matters of business. 
He is by native ability and long train- 
ing essentially a type of the capable 
and successful business man. He en- 
tered National politics on the eve of 
the immense expansion of industrial 
and commercial energy which followed

CHINESE PRINCE IN HAWAII. 


Tsai Tao, Regent’s Brother, Wears 
Frock Coat and Astonishes Countrymen 


HONOLULU, April 16.—Prince Tsai 
Tao, Chinese Minister of War, uncle of 
the young Emperor and brother of Prince 
Chun, the Regent, langed here to-night 
from the steamer Chiyu Maru. He was 
received with full military honors, Rep- 
resentatives of Gov. Frear were on hand 
to welcome him, and the Twentieth In- 
fantry, a company of the Hawaiian In- 
fantry and the Fifth Cavalry Regiment, 
escoried the distinguished visitor to the 
Chinese Consulate. 

There will be a formal reception for the 
Prince at the Consulate to-morrow, and 
a salute of twenty-one guns will be fired 
in his honor. Co}. Sehuyler of the Fifth 
Cavalry has been detailed by the War 
Department to accompany the Prince fq 
San Francisco. 

Liang Kwo Ying, the Consul here, who 
was recently deprived of his queue owing 
to his modern tendencies, was received by 
Prince Tao. To the astonishment of his 
countrymen the Prince was attired In the 
conventicnal civilian dress of Europeans 
and Americans, wearing a frock coat and 
high hat. For a Chinese official to wear 
such a garb on a ceremonious occasion 


was declared to be unprecedented, and 
caused much comment. 

The Prince, in responding to an address 
of local Chinese, who complained of su- 
perfluous red tape in the immigration 
laws regarding the right of Chinese here 
to return from visits to China, said he 
would take up the matter when he re- 
turned home.

Mariscal had 
been critically ill for several days, but 
recently showed signs of improvement, 
and hope for his ultimate recovery had 
been entertained. 

The funeral of Mexico’s foremost diplo- 
mat will be held at noon to-morrow. Pres- 
ident Diaz, Vice President Corral, and 
members of the President's Cabinet wil! 
act as honorary pall-bearers. The body 
will buried in the French Cemetery 
here beside that of his wife, who died 
nine years ago.

During his eventual life Sefior Mariscal 
had been identified with all of the im- 
portant afairs of the last half century 
of Mexico’s history.

But He Thinks the Voters Must Have 
Political Machines. to Think for 
Them—Judges in Limericks.

BALDWIN ESTATE SETTLED. 


In a Little Over a Year His $15,000,000 
Fortune Is Distributed Among Heirs.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 16.—In lit- 
tle more than a year after E. J. (Lucky) 
Baldwin’s death, his estate of $15,000,000 
has been settled and reduced from a 
chaotic state to a good working basis. 
“Lucky "’ died on March 1, 1908. A gen- 
eral assault by his widow and a former 
wife and many relatives and alleged rela- 
tives was made upon the property. 

The court ordered the administrator to 
begin paying out between $25,000 and 
$27,000 monthly as running expenses of 
the estate, and the only cash there was 


amounted — to about '$4,000. Portions of 
“‘Lucky’s’’ millions of acres were placed 
on the market and brought good prices. 
His racing stable -was reduced to the 
best of the stock, and other economies 
were inaugurated. 

Judge Rives, through whose court the 
settlement has been reached, said to-day 
that it usually takes from twenty to thir- 
ty years to settle an estate as large as 
Baldwin’s, and that he considered this a 
record. From the accounts it ig evident 
that instead of being @& loser by his rac- 
ing. establishment, ‘‘ Lucky’’ came out 
ahead by more than $2 $0,000 in stakes 
alone, and it is generally known that he 
was @ big winner on the startlingly big 
bets he placed on his own horses.

GLARKSON'S PLACK

WASHINGTON, April 16.--State Senator 
Mayhew Wainwright of New York has de- 
clined the office of Surveyor of the Port 
of New York to succeed Gen. James §S. 
Clarkson, whose term expires on Monday. 

In a telegram received by Secretary 
| MacVeagh, Mr. Wainwright expresses his 
| profound regret that he cannot accept 
the office, at the same time acknowledg- 
ing the honor proposed to be conferred 
and the confidence reposed in him. 

Pending the appointment of a successor 
to Gen. Clarkson, the office of Surveyor 
will be turned over to Deputy Surveyor 
George J. Smyth. The General has an in- 
terest in a newspaper, and expects to en- 
ter that field of work. He was appointea 
Surveyor of the Port of New York in 
April, 1902. 


Gen. Clarkson will quit to-morrow as 
Surveyor of the Port without winning his 
fight for the installation of automatic 
Scales on the piers in this city. After the 
detection of the sugar-weighing frauds 
here bids were asked for and a contract 
let to a Boston company for the manu- 
facture oT twenty scales with a capacity 
of 2,500 pounds each. The first two scales 
were to have arrived in December. Sur- 
veyor Clarkson said yesterday that he 
did not know why the promised scales 
been held up somewhere between 
Washington, Boston, and New York.

The result of the general elections for 
the Federal Parliament in Australia, 
which took place on April 138, has given 
the Labor Party a majority over the other 
two parties—the Deakin party and that

The cables also inform us that the 
Labor Party has captured a majority ol 
the seats in.the Senate. Thus, for the 
first "time in the history of Australia, we 
shall have a labor government ruling the 
deStinies of the country with a direct 
mandate from the people.

His supporters were 
liable at any moment to be vutvoted by 
the regular Opposition under Mr. Reid 
and. the Labor members. 

When he resigned his office in Septem- 
ber,’ 180°. and Alfred Deakin succeeded 
him as Premier, the new leader of the 
Government had the same hard road to 
hoe: The position became accentuated 
with the general elections that took place 
in December of that year, when there 
were returnad 26 Conservatives, or Pro- 
tectionists. a similar number of Liberals 
under Mr. Reid, and 23 Labor members 
to the House of Representatives. 

The crisis finally came when Mr. Deakin 
refused to yield to the demand that the 
papcipre of compulsory arbitration in la- 
»0r disputes should be extended to State 
servants. The Government was outvoted 
and had to resign. Lord Northcote, as 
Governor Generai, sent for Mr. Watson, 
and asked him to as- 
Sume-. the vac: ant office. 

Though only 37 years of age, this man, 
who a few years before was a working 
compositor in a Sydney newspaper, office, 
now found himself occupying the position 
of Prime Minister of Australia.

One of the most important issues on 
which the election was fought out was 
that of finance. The proposal that the 
Federal Government should take over the 
State debts has been a vexed question for 
years past, as affecting the borrowing: 
powers of the States. In referring to 
this matter Mr. Deakin said in Melbourne 
just before the elections: 

‘The proposal to take over the balance 
of the State debts, as far as their man- 
agement is coneerned, never had, never 
can have, and never will have, any rela- 
tion to the question of the future borrow- 
ing of the States of their own free will.”’ 

On March 5 the Labor Party issued a 
manifesto, containing nothing very new, 
but, according to The Sydney Morning 
Herald, ‘‘ emphasizing the points upon 
which for so: long we have been insisting 
as promising revolution in Commonwealth 
finance, and as threatening to tear up 
all State plans for internal development, 
This is tenied, of course, and Mr. Fisher 
tries to assure everybody that he and his 
colleagues are as harmless as doves, 
though they may be as wise as serpents. 
The labor manifesto claims credit for not 
allowing the Commonwealth to borrow, 
and charges the fusion Government with 
being willing to raise and squander money 
wherever it can be obtained.’”’ 

When last mon‘h Sir George Reid, who 
has been appointed the First High Com- 
missioner tor the Commonwealth, was 
banqueted in London, he said he felt sure 
that Australian finance had not been 
ca: ‘ried too far, and he emphasized the 
fact that nearly the whole of the Austra- 
lian debt had been spent on reproductive 
works. And he added: 

‘All .the great parties in 
preserve the traditions of honesty, 
are the honor and glory of the people 
from whom Australians have sprung.

Ihe letter came late this afternoon, and 
its substance was made public to-night.

In his letter Mr. Gompers declares his 
belief that Mr. Havens is a man of emi- 
nent fairness and justice, and will deal 
fairly with the interests of union labor 
whenever they may come up for his con- 
sideration.

The Good 
Government Club movement threatened to 
get pretty strong, for the boss did not 
dare oppose it openly, and even with bis 
power the number of people he could put 
the screws on was small compared with 
the number who became interested in the 
movement. 

So Aldridge became a Good Government- 
er himself. He turned fromthe ordinary or- 
ganization hacks, who had been his nomi- 
ness for Mayor before, to respectable and 
unexceptionable citizens, and even improved 
the personal character of his Aldermen 
as opportunity arose. It was not hard to 
get candidates; a man could accept the 
nomination for Mayor with the knowledgeé 
that the most important business inter- 
ests in the citv, like the Rochester Ger- 
Fire Insurance Company, which 
drafted the $13.200 insurance bill in 1901; 
the Traders’ National Bank, where Al- 
dridge had his personal account; the 
traction and gas people, and so many 
lesser lights of tKhe financial world, would 
be his warm friends.

Was Becoming Respectable. 


Thus {it is that no scandal has attached 
to the administration of A. J. Roden- 
beck, of George A. Carnahan, of George 
A. Cutler, and of Mayor Edgerton, who 
is now in office and known to many 
people as -‘'Unele Hiram.” Thanks fo 
all these gentlemen, the boss, despite the 
$9,000,000 canal scandal and all the other 
spots that the most thorough washing 
would not remove from his garments, was 
in process of becoming respectable him- 
self until the pesky $1,000 check came 
along to «all to everybody’s attention 
what a very much spotted boss he was. 

These respectable administrations have 
not cost Aldridge anything in the way 
of patronage. By some such coinci- 
dence as that which has distributed about 
all the good receiverships, and referee- 
ships in Monroe County courts to mem 
bers of the organization, the faithful have 
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been taken care of in the matter of city 
jobs quite as well when the Mayor was 
respectable as when he was of the most 
pronounced machine type. 

The same thing may be said of Federal 
patronage, for it has _ been ‘Uncle 
George’’ who has named the Collectors 
and the Postmasters—which suggests, by 
the way, a reason why the present cam- 
paign is of considerable importance to the 
Republican candidates. 

For now that the patronage game at Al- 
bany is not quite as good as it used to 
be—although Aldridge has managed to 
take care of as many organization men 
at the Wheaton Fish Hatchery as the 
place would accommodate, and is now 
working with the contractors who have 
gangs along the Erie Canal—the Collector- 
ship and the Post Office appointments 
are not things to be sniffed at. 


Wondering How He Lived. 


As the game has gone on year by year 
people have often wonder where George 
W. Aldridge got his means of personal 
support. He does not live or carry him- 
self like a poor man, yet from the be- 


ginning almost, after a contracting busi- 
ness which his father had left him found 
a receivership, he has had only the modest 
salary that the State has paid at in- 
tervals such as the time of his employ- 
ment as Superintendent of Public Works 
under Gov. Odell and his service as a 
member of the Railroad Commission. 

Of course there was the time, quite a 
good many years ago, when the Citizens’ 
Gas Light Company got some franchises 
to come into Rochester to compete with 
the loca] cempany and thought it wise to 
retain Aldridge, who does not claim to be 
an attorney, as a sort of general factotum 
at $10,000 a year. But the Citizens’ Com- 
pany accomplished its apparent purpose in 
selling out to the existing company, and 
while it has since been established that 
Aldridge gof*the $10,000 during the brief 
period of potential competition, there is 
no record that the retainer was continued 
afterward. 

So it is that people have wondered how 
he lived, particularly in view of the high 
sense of honor that prompted him—accord- 
ing to his own story—to turn over the 
$1,000 Kennedy check paid for the delivery 
of the Rochester delegation in the Legis- 
lature, to the organization that enabled 
the boss to deliver those particular Sena- 
tors and Assemblymen. 

Many people have been struggling for a 
livelihood in this city for years, and no 
one yet has discovered an unfailing source 
of manna for men who had no yisible 
means of support. 
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Contention Is Unfortunate. 


Mr. MeInerney is unfortunate in tha 
selection of two legislative undertak- 
ings which he holds up before the voters 
at this time.

Queens, till recently the most backward 
in development of all the boroughs, and 
not yet primped and furbelowed for her 
real metropolitan début, is still the most 
unquiet of all at heart ard the most 
distracted because of present troubles that 
strike in and rob the spirit of its peace.

Mr. Asquith has now 
fueceeded in bringing the House of 
Lords so prominently into the fore- 
ground that the Balfourites will, in 
case of a general election this Summer, 
be forced to take up the cry of “ No 
single chamber Government !” And 
there is not one Englishman in a thou- 
sand who really believes that the Lib- 
eral Party desires any such thing. 

Another feature in Mr. Asquith’s tri- 
fumph is that he has enlisted the at- 
tention of the country. As a Conserva- 
tive weekly to-day admits, out of forty- 
"ive or fifty million people in the coun- 
try possibly three thousand have fol- 
Sowed the recent proceedings in the 
House of Commons. The public inter- 
est taken in Parliamentary manoeuver- 
Sng has been infinitesimal. All the dia- 
tribes of the Unionist organs during 
recent weeks have fallen on barren soil. 
Now a note has been sounded, which 
Lfberal papers of all shades of opin- 
Sorr describe as a clarion cry to victory 
wt the polls. 

Unionists Nonplussed. 

For the moment at least, the Union- 
Ssts are so nonplussed that they can 
only repeat Mr. Balfour’s taunt that the 
Government bought the Irish vote and 
shriek that John Redmond is Mr. As- 
ouith’s master. Jut—and here is a 
feature of the situation of even greater 
importance in most material respects 
than the dilemma of the Opposition— 
it remains to be seen whether the Gov- 
ernment has not bought—to use Mr. 
BRalfour’s word—the Irish vote at a 
price which the Nationalists will even- 
tually find to be illusory, and whether, 
after all, Herbert Henry Asquith is not 
fmmeasurably John Redmond’s master 
in political strategy. | 

In the opinion of some very keen ob- 
servers, Mr. Redmond, who now ap-' 
pears to be at the apogee of his for- 
tunes, is likely to find, in the course of 
@ very shurt time, that he built up the | 
glittering superstructure of hopes of | 
gutonomy upon the slightest founda- | 
tions. Next Monday’s debate in the| 
Commons, when Mr. Redmond and. 
William O’Brien will come to grips, is | 
expected to throw some startling facts | 
into prominent light. 

Mr. Asquith’s outline of policy in the | 
event of the Lords rejecting or declin- | 
ing to consider the resolutions abolish- | 
ing their veto, which this week passed 
the Commuions, caused such consterna- 
tion in Unionist ranks that even some 
Conservatives are suggesting that, after 
all, the Lords, if means of saving their 
face can be found by temporizing or 
other, expedients, will avoid forcing the 
issue a second time. This, at the pres- 
ent outlook, seems unlikely, but their 
Lordships rejected David Lloyd 
George’s budget last November with 
fear and trembling, and that they have 
not-gained courage since then js very 
evident from the fact that they will 
not repeat their performance when the 
Bamé budget comes before them a few 
weeks hence. 

* Mr. Asquith himself, however, is not 

building upon any such expectations of 
the Lord’s acceptance of the inevitable. 
He will, in the opposite event, advise 
the King as to the steps which will 
have to be taken to give statutory ef- 
fect to the resolutions which have been 
passed by the House of Commons, rep- 
nting the sovereign and the people.

PARIS, April 16.—The old Salon (So- 
ciété Nationale des Beaux-Arts) opened 
this week with all its accustomed artis- 
tic, social, and official éclat. While 
there {fs an absence of any work of 
transcendent merit, there is also very 
little wretchedly bad work to be found 
in it. 
eral among those who have studied this 
exposition carefully that it is, on the 
whole, superior to that of last year. 

Of course, the trite complaint !s again 
heard of the lack of new blood in the 
Société Nationale des Beaux-Arts, and 
this is undoubtedly well founded; but, 
at the same time, {t must be confessed 


that the old blood that is still in it is of 
very good quality. Indeed, Paul Albert 
Besnard, for instance, one of the most 
famous artists in France, while show- 
ing but one picture, fairly takes away 
the breath of the beholder with its won-! 
derful beauty. It is entitled ‘ The 
Morning,” and depicts a satyr peering 
out of the wood on a mountain side 
upon a faun and a nymph whom the 
sun’s first rays have surprised while 
still wrapped side by side in slumber. 
The poses of the figures have a certain 
classical purity even in their candid 
voluptuousness. 

L’Hermitte has simply a landscape, 
and Roll, the President of the society, a 
landscape with sportive figures, both of 
which possess luminous quality besides 
great depth of perspective and remark- 
able atmospheric limpidity. 

Ménard’s landscapes, in the style of 
the early masters, although softly sub- 
dued, are rich and satisfying in color 
and delightful in form.

Florence K. Upton has contributed 
one of the best pictures in the Salon, a 
view of a typical Dutch country house 
fairly incandescent with sunlight and 
excessively high in pitch of color tones.

Of interior and genre scenes, 
presented by Garrido are most note- 
worthy. Taking such commonplace 
subjects as butchers, fish-sellers, cooks, 
scullions, markets, and street stalls, 
they glow and breathe.

It is almost needless for me to men- 
tion here Walter Gay’s exquisite in- 
terior scenes, not only because his 
style and merit are so well known in 
both hemispheres, but because all of 
his six exhibits were, I believe, in the 
International Society’s exposition in 
Paris, of which I gave some descrip- 
tion about two months ago. On var- 
nishing day in the Grand Palais the 
eager crowd was constantly seeking to 
get a view of them, One of these pic- 
tures, “Interior of the Chf&iteau of 
Courance,” has been bought by the 
French Government. 

In genre and interior scenes Jean 
Béraud, Delachaux, and Hermann 
should be mentioned as among the 
best exhibitors this year. 

In figures and portraiture American 
contributors to the Salon are riotably 
strong. Hven the French critics are 
unanimous in giving the palm for ideal- 
istic portraiture to James J. Shannon, 
whose studio is In London. Charles 
Shannon, the English painter, has one 
picture in this exhibition, “ The Bath- 
er’s Visitors,” which one involuntarily 
associates with the work of his name- 
sake. It is distinctly meritorious. The 
American Shannon’s chief exhibit is 
‘“On the Downs,” which was seen at 
the London Academy last Summer and 
reproduced in THp NEW YorRK TIMBS. 

Eugene Ullman has several good por- 
traits in this Salon. Julius L. Stewart 
has a strikingly individual portrait of a 
lady, as well as several Venetian views 
treated in a more subdued and hence 
more sincere manner than what may be 
termed conventional, 

Ethel Mars has oontributed one of 
the best pleces of its kind in the Sa- 
lon. It depicts the head of a young 
girl. Frederic Carl Frieseke’s luminous 
female figures have attracted enormous 
attention. 

French portraitists in the Salon are, 
figuratively speaking, legion. La Gan- 
dara and Boldini have each a place of 
honor in separate salles. 

Miss Grace Gassette, an American, 
exhibits a strongly characterized por- 
trait of her country woman, Miss Al- 
drich, well known in the artistic and 
literary cotertes of Paris. 

Rodin dominates the sculpture séec- 
tion of the exhibition, although he has 
sent only two bronze portrait busts 
and two uncompleted torsos in plaster.

SAGAN’S CREDITORS WORRIED. 


Anna Gould’s Husband Fails to Apply 
for His German Succession Rights.

BERLIN, April 16.—Prince Hélie de 
Sagan, Countess Anna Gould © Castel- 
lane’s Franco-Prussian husband, has 
certain German creditors to whom he 
owes $3,750,000. : 

They are not only worrted, but guess- 
ing. They are completely nonplussed 
by his failure to apply for the legal 
rights of succession to tha Duchy of 
Sogan in Silesia, to which he fell heir 
on the death last February of his 
father, Duke Boson de Sagan, called in 
France the Duc de Talleyrand. 

As long as the new Duke makes no 
move to possess himself of the German 
duchy its revenues are locked up and 
his creditors cannot get at them. These 
revenues have been formally garnisheed 
and the Duke has been officially de- 
clared a bankrupt, but neither the gar- 
misher nor the receivership. becomes 
‘operative until the Duke obliges by be- 
coming the Duke de Sagan. The in- 
come of the Duke can only then be ep- 
plied against the reduction of both his 
father’s and his own debts. 

German laws give Duke Hélie still an- 
other chance of wriggling out of his 
debts, as far as his German estates are 
concerned. If he should elect to abdi- 
cate his rights to the Duchy of Sagan 
in favor of his eight months’ old son, 
the Sagan revenues would still be avail- 
able for the payment of the deceased 
Duke Boson’s debts, but the estates 


would be inviolate from an attack by 
any of Duke Hélie’s long-sufféring 
creditors. 

The Duke {is entitled to a seat in the 
Prussian House of Lords as soon as he 
claims his German title.

Hitherto the state- 
ments in the home offices in New York 
of the financial status of the London

There are four or more trust companies 
in New Yorw waicn nave branches in 
London, and one of them will epen a 
branch in Paris on May 1. 

It is expected that the same arrange- 


ments will be made to audit accounts in

These examinations are made without 
warning to the banks and trust compa- 
nies. The chartered accountants engaged 
in London by the Banking Department 
have never been employed by the trust 
companies, and, of course, are under the 
same obligations of secrecy as are the 
regular State bank examiners here.

Perkins for Publicity. 


The address of George W: Perkins be- 
fore the Graduate School of Administra- 
tive Science of Harvard University on 
Friday, in which he advocated National 
control of corporations accompanied, by 
publicity, is not out of keeping with the 
practice of the so-called Morgan corpora- 
tions. Of all the industrial corporations 
none give more complete reports than the 
United States Steel Corporation and the 
International Harvester Company. Both 
of these corporations have also followed 
other policies recommended in Mr. Per- 
kins’s address as best calculated to pre- 
vent giant corportions becoming a men- 
ace. In dealing with the question of how 
business is to be conducted, Mr. Perkins 
said he thought the future had its choice 
of three methods: ‘ First, co-operation 
through the medium of corporations with 
Federal regulation and control; second, 
Governmental ownership and manage- 
ment; third, Socialism. Under the meth- 
od of large corporations regulated and 
supervised by Federal authority, with 
widely distributed ownership, and with 
labor interested in the business, you 
have all of the safeguards and advan- 
tages that the most ardent advocate of 
Governmental ownership could desire. In 
broadly distributed ownership among the 
public and labor, you distribute profits to 
the people and retain for the benefit of 
the business that one great rnecessary 
factor which has done so much for Amer- 
fean industry, viz., individual initiative.’’

The police 
had detained the two as suspicious per- 
s0ns, but released them when Fullam’‘s 
eon declared that they were not the ones 
who did the stabbing. 

Coroner Schwannecke, however, ordered 
them taken into the Captain’s room of the 
Etation that he might queséion them.

WOMAN DIES SAVING A BOY. 


Housekeeper Birwek- by a Car as She 
Throws the Lad Out of the Way. 


In her anxiety to save Philip Moepus, 
G6 years old, from injury and possible 
Geath, Mrs. Annie Albrecht, a widow. 51 
years old, of 312 East Forty-fourth 
Street, sacrificed her own life last night. 
Mrs. Albrecht was employed house- 
keeper in the home of Herman Moepus, 
a widower, who lives with his three chil- 
dren at the above address. Yesterday Mr. 
Moepus took two of the children to tha 
country for a day’s outing, leaving Philip, 
who had been disobedient, at home as a 
punishment. 

Mrs. Albrecht took pity on the little 
fellow, and in the afternoon she took him 
with her to visit some friends in Amster- 
adam Avenue near LEighty-fifth Street. 
After dinner she left for home and 
walked through Eighty-eighth Street to 
Broadway, intending to take a south- 
bound car. There is an inclosed parkway 
in the middle of the street at this point, 
where persons intending to board a sur- 
face car usually stand. Mrs. Albrecht 
stationed herself at this place. 

As a car approached she started to 
cross the track in order to board the car 
from the other side, pushing the boy in 
front of her. As she did so she realized 
that the car was traveling too fast to be 
brovght to a sudden stop, and as it bore 
down upon her she thought first of the 
child. Instead of saving her own life, she 
scized the boy by the collar and threw 
him clear of the tracks. 

The next instant the car struck her 
and hurled her to one side, pinning her 
against the iron railing which surrounds 
the park plot. The woman’s head struck 
the railing and her skull was crushed, Dr. 
Wardner of the J. Hood Wright Hospital 
said she had been killed instantly. 

The motorman, Charles Quinn, was 
locked up and the body was taken to the 
West 100th Street Station, where it was 
laier claimed by Mr. Moepus.

MODERN PICTURES ON VIEW. 


Martin, Corot, Daubigny, and Mont- 
celli Represented at Engineers’ Club. 


At the Engineers’ Club this week is an 
exhibition of extremely interesting and 
authoritative modern pictures, which 
maintain a high level without sacrificing 
the spice of variety. 

Homer Martin’s ‘‘Sun Worshippers,” a 
picture painted {n 1887, the period, accord- 
ing to the biography of the artist’s great- 
est pictures, is hung facing the entrance. 
The variety of color in the foreground and 
the cool blues of the horizon give the 
picture an unusual freshness and piquan- 
cy, and the composition, with a long line 
of trees bent by the wind in the middle 
distance, is more vivacious than is char- 
acteristic of an artist whose vision was 
wont to eliminate the more enlivening 
features of a chosen scene. 

A beautiful pendant to this picture is 
William M. Hunt’s ‘‘Sand Bank, with 
Willows,’’ with its procession of trees in- 
terrupted by the intruding figures o% chil- 
dren, and its warm tonality, in which 
the reds and greens fuse almost indistin- 
guishably.

‘The Ravine,’ from the Day 
sale, on the same wall with the Martin, 
is a dark example, but the shadow is 
filled with air, and the figures in the 
foreground have the jeweled effect rarely 
used by the Barbizon master, but used 
upon occasions with a piquancy that puts 
Diaz to shame in his efforts to achieve a 
Similar result. “The Ravine” is one 


of the pictures that assure us of the 
monumental element in Corot’s genius, 
and has a beauty that to many lovers 
proves more rewarding than the silvery 
lightness of his ‘“ typical”’ style. 

A fine but not escentinabliy interestin 
Daubigny, a beautiful Troyon in whic 
the landscape is the thing, and the little 
group of cattle take their proper place 
under a great gloomy sky, against the 
gray clouds of which rise trees delicately 
Spe and golden, and a charming Cazin, 
‘La Maison Rogue,” with a man manding 
the roof of the red house and a woman 
trundling a barrow down a country road, 
are other examples of the French school, 

There are also among the foreign pict- 
ures a dignified, if slightly melodramatic, 
Delacroix, a chicken yard by Vollon, an 
unusual Van Marcke that is interesting 
only for being unusual, a capital picture 
by the modern Dutch painter Jurres, en- 
titled ‘*‘ The Attack,”’ and filled with ro- 
mance superimposed upon a sturdy struc- 
ture of realism; a ballet girl in pink skirts 
by Degas, the solid little figure in Its 
diaphanous clouds eloquent of the paint- 
er’s power of discriminating textures 
without the vu'garity of imitative paint- 
ing; a Monticelli, and a Jacob Maris. 
These last two call for an additional word 
of comment on account of their superb 
quality not only as art but as master- 
pieces of their type. 

The Monticelli belongs to that masters 
middle. period, before he became inco- 
herent in form, sacrificing intelligibility 
to emotional color, and after he ceased 
to produce merely decorative works. A 
group of ladies clad in draperies of rich 
yet reticent hues are lounging in a garden.

the existence in Monticelli’s art of those 
qualities least often recognized as belong- 
ine to hirm. 

Only a painter perfectly certain of his 
power as a draughtsman Would have at- 
tempted the problems offered by these 
figures stretched in unmacademic poses 
calling for absolute mastery of line to 
from caricature on the one side 
and weak compromise on the other. Only 
a painter perfectly justified in his self- 
confidence could have produced such a 
triumph of draughtsmanship. The figure 
at the left, sleeping, the head thrown 
back at a violent angle, the face and neck 
merging in a columnar form deep rooted 
in the powerful anatomy of the shoulders, 
the knees drawn up under the muffled 
splendor of the draperies, who of the 
rineteenth century painters has molded 
a human figure with greater science or 
invested it with more palpitating life? 

The woman at the right also, holding 
one muscular arm above her head and 
shiclding her eves with her hand, is a 
revelation of Monticelll's amazing force 
and passion in the rendering of form. He 
has been spoken of freely enough as an 
echo of the eighteenth century, a romanti- 
cist, a madman delirious with dreams of 
eolor: this one figure would be sufficient 
to prove him of the same stuff as the 
mighty masters of antiquity. 

In striking contrast but not less moving 

‘The Nurse,’ by Jacob Maris. In a 
dark interior sits a white-capped woman 
in dark gown, over the skirt of which 
pours a cascade of filmy muslin, on whicr? 
she is working. Facing her stands a child 
in a brown dress. Both are figures of 
supreme reality, yet bathed in that rv 
mantic beauty which is given by exquis- 
ite tone relations and by moving color. 
Maris is not vet fully appreciated in this 
country, but he is one of the rare paint- 
ers who can afford to wait for the cer- 
tain verdict of posterity. 

To return to the American paintings, 
an appropriate companion to the Maris 
is Whistler's St udy in Rose and Brown, 
one of the series of lovely child portré 1its 
forming an important feature of his work. 
\rthur Davies _ represented by his 
‘* Maia,’’ which we described when it was 
on exhibition in New York a few months 
\zo: a statuesque and classic version of 
the familiar theme of ‘‘ Mother and 
Child,” by Kenneth Miller, is imposing 
by the largeness of its feeling and tech- 
nique: Charles W. Hawthorne's ‘ The 
‘lorist’s Daughter’’ loses none of its 
charm in its distinguished surroundings, 
‘nd looks intensely simple and expressive 
in the gravity and directnese of its ex- 
ecution.

PIER NAMED WITH WINE. 


Dinner on Holland Liner Rotterdam to 
Celebrate Its Completion. 


The completion of the new pier of the 
Holland-America Line at the fvot of Fifth 
Street, Hoboken, was marked last night 
by a dinner on the steamship Rotterdam, 
given jointly by the Hoboken Land and 
Imprevement Company, the owners, and 
the steamship company. The Rotterdam 
is the first steamship to discharge pas- 
sengers and freight at the new terminal. 

The pier is one of the largest in the 
port. Work on it was begun in 1908 and 
finished two weeks ago. The new pier 
has a berthing space 930 feet long on the 
south side and 700 feet on the north side, 
It is 150 feet wide. It is covered by a 
double deckshed of steel, with three fire 

walls running across it. The bulkhead 
building is of steel and brick. 

The upper floor is used exclusively for 
the handling of passenger traffic and 
baggage. The lower part for freight. It 
is fitted with every modern device for 
handling of freight and the quick landing 
of passenger baggage. 

The Holland-America Line went to 
Hoboken in 1890, their pier being where 
the present structure is located. The old 
pier was 600 feet long and 60 feet wide. 
Larger liners made necessary the rebuild- 
ing of the pier to accommodate them.

TORNADO SMASHES A TOWN 





Heavy Snowfall in the Northwest and 
a Killing Frost in Utah Are Fur- 
ther Weather Freaks. 





ATLANTA, Ga., April 16.—The town of 
W oodland, nine miles south of Manches- 
ter, on the Atlanta, Birmingham & At- 
lantic Railroad, experienced a destructive 
tornado this afternoon, practically every 
house in the town being damaged. A 
number of stores were almost wrecked, 
as were several residences, and big trees 
were uprooted throughout the town. 
number of persons were reported seri- 
ously injured. A relief train was sent to 
Woodland from Manchester. 

Reports received here to-day tell of im- 
mense damage to fruit, cotton, and other 
young crops in Northern Georgia by a 
severe hail, wind, and rain storm which 
Swept almost the entire tier of counties 
along the northern border line late yes- 
terday. At Fairmont, Va., there were five 
inches of hail and in some places it 
drifted to a depth of more than two feet. 

Near Dalton peach orchards were 
stripped of fruit and it is stated that 
farmers will be forced to replant cotton 
and small grains.

TY COBB GREATEST 
BASEBALL PLAYER 


Comiskey Tells Why the Detroit 
Fielder Stands Alone in 
the Game. 








By CHARLES A. COMISKDY. 


The greatest ball player of alj time? 

That question would have been a poser 
three years ago, and may appear so to a 
good many people now, for there probably 
gre more differences of opinion about the 
relative merits of exponents of the great- 
est game in the world than about any- 
thing else one can think of. 

But in my opinion no fair-minded fol- 
lower of baseball, who has seen the great 
players in action and who has studied 
their strong and weak points, can come to 
any conclusion other than the one I have 
arrived at—that Ty Cobb, right fielder of 
the Detroit American League Club, is the 
real answer to the above query. 

I take it that the answer should mean 
the greatest all-around player, the one 
with the greatest all-around ability, the 
one most valuable to his team, and not 
the one most proficient in any single posi- 
tion. There might be ground for argu- 
ment if I were to say I selected Cobb be- 
cause he was better as a right fielder than 
‘Wagner was as a shortstop or Lajoie or 
Evers as a second baseman. 


All Points. 


I pick the Detroit man because he is, 
in my judgment, the most expert man 
of his profession 
better than any other player to any de- 
mand made on him. I pick him because 
he plays ball with his whole anatomy— 
his head, his arms, his hands, his legs, 
his feet—and because he plays ball all 
the time for all that is in him. 

Why is Cobb a great ball player? The 
first and most important reason is that 
he loves the game. I never have seen 
@ man who + his heart more centred 
in a sport than Cobb has when he is 
playing. There never was a really good 
ball player who didn’t think more of base- 
ball than he did of his salary or the ap- 
plause of the fans. Cobb, being a bright 
young man, naturally wants to be paid, 
and is paid what he is worth in his pro- 
fession. Furthermore, he probably has 
mo objection to commendation from the 
people watching him; many ball players 
deny they care anything for the cheers 
of the crowd, and few take any stock in 
these denials. But I believe Cobb would 

ontinue to play ball if he were charged 
something for the privilege, and if the 

only spectator were the groundkeeper. 


Cobb Excels in Batting. 


In considering Cobb’s baseball excellence 
it is only natural to think first of his 
batting, for batting is the part of the 
sport that als most to the big ma- 
jority. After his record of last season I 
believe the statement that he is the best 
hitter of to-day is indisputable. Averages 
téll a good deal about a man’s ability to 
hit, and the mark of hung up by the 
Detroit man 1909, not be overlooke d.

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Cobb as a Fielder. 


As for Cobb’s fielding prowess, no man- 


ager could ask for a better man to play 
in right field, although doubtless there 
have been men who played the batsmen 
better and men who threw more accu- 


rately. 

No one will question 
Cobb covers as much ground as 
player ever did, and as he catches 
everything he reaches, and reaches 
of balis that other fielders could not 
reach, I don’t what more any one 
could ask of him. He has a good throw- 
ing arm, and, what is better, he is not 
afraid to use it. He lets so of the ball 
the minute he knows where he is going 
to throw, and he usually throws to the 
right place. On recovering long and short 
hits to the outfieid the Detroit man has 
few equals. 

Now, I want to say something 
this spiking business. Pon’t ever 
one tell you that Cobb purposely spikes 
bssemen. He is too good a sportsman for 
anything like that, and that he is a 
sportsman was proved by his letter on 
the spike question to President Johnson 
of the American League. He was willing 
to have the spike dulled, although he 
knew that such action would slow him up 
in his play. 

Cobb slides to a base with the intention 
of getting there, and getting there safely. 
He doesn’t take anv more space on the 
base lines than is coming to him. To be 
sure, he never refuses to slide simply be- 
cause the baseman in his way, but he 
would not be a successful haserunner if 
he slacked up to avoid a possible colli- 
sion with an awkward fielder or on some 
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unusual play. Besides, Cobb is taking 
even more chances in his daring slides 
than is the man waiting to tag him. 

One of the most important assets of the 
great ball player is possessed by Cebb toa 
wonderful degree. This is nerve. He is 
not afraid of any pitching, and it seems to 
delight him to be a pinch, with his 
team’s fate hanging in the balance. 

Cobb is a better ball player to-day than 
he was two years ago. He will be a bet- 


| ter ball pluyer this year than he was last. 


This is because he is a student. He its 
willing to learn something new about 
baseball every day of his life, and he is 
willing to be shown his faults and told 
about his mistakes. Of these latter he 

makes far less now than he did when he 
first broke into fast company. He has 
had good teachers and good examples, 
and he has not failed to take advantage 
of his opportunities to cram baseball 
knowledge into his head. 

This is a day of great ball players, and 
there are many who could be named in the 
fame breath with Cobb without disgrac- 
ing the latter. Two of the best of the 
present day are Evers of the Chicago 
Cubs and Wagner of the Pittsburg Club.

Robert C. Kammerer Expresses 





His Opinion on Athletic 
Conditions There. 





Some interesting sidelights on the status 
of sports in South America were given 
yesterday by Robert C. Kammerer, one 
of the Board of Governors of the New 
York Athletic. Club, who has returned 
from a three months’ tour of the country. 
Generally speaking, he said that the con- 
ditions were decidedly primitive as com- 
pared with those here, but added that 
there was a growing interest in athletics, 
and that while now the centres of utmost 
activity ~were rather few, there were a 
number of prominent people giving their 
attention to the subject, and that before 
long there would be an active campaign 
started to place sport on a substantial 
basis.

Going at the surprising galt he has 
shown in the last few weeks, Edward 
Payson Weston, the seventy-two-year-old 
pedestrian, will walk triumphantly into 
New York at the end of the month. Ar- 
riving in Fredonia, his first stop in New 
| York State, last night, the walker was 
15 days ahead of the schedule he made 
out before he started on the trip across 
the continent from Los Angeles. He has 
passed over the hardest part of the jour- 
ney, and his schedule through this State 
includes many daily trips of short dis- 
tance. He has found no difficulty in cov- 
ering 50 miles a day or thereabouts, and 
he has arranged his schedule for the last

According to Weston’s own arrange- 
ment he wes to have arrived yesterday 
in Chicago, and yet he is, according to 
his own figures, 540 miles ptust this point 
in his trip. Between 150 and 200 miles 
of this big lead is accounted for by the 
fact thet the walker’s table of distances 
was not in accordance with that of the 
Santa Fé Railroad, the course he walked 
over between Los Angeles and Chicago. 
He was unusually fortunate in the weather 
conditions, and ran into but two rain- 
storms between the coast and Chicago. 
In his former walks he had to batile 
with adverse weather, and the very fact 
that he was fortunate in this respect on 
his present tramp accounts for some of 
the other days he has caught up on his 
schedule time. Weston claims he walked 
2,429 miles along the Santa Fé from Los 
Anglese to Chicago, while the time tables 
show the same course to be 2,265 miles, 
or 164 miles less. 

He started from Santa Monica on Feb. 
1 to walk from the Pacific Coast to New 
York. He made his schedule out to allow 
just 90 aays for the trip, not including 
Sundays, for he never walks on the Sab- 
bath. He planned to arrive at the City 
Hall in this city on May 17 at 4 o'clock, 
but he is 15 days ahead now, and as 
there is a strong probability of his making 
up additional time on the last two weeks 
of his journey, it Is very likely that he 
will parade down Broadway about the end 
of April. 

Only 514 miles of the long journey re- 
main to be covered. To arrive here at 
the end of the month he will have to 
cover more than 40 miles a day, but, hé 
has his schedule arranged so that he can 
probably do this. On Monday he plans 
to go from Fredonia, N. Y., to Silver 
Creek, N. Y., a distance of 31 miles; 
Tuesday he goes to Buffalo, 32 miles 
more. On one of his allotted trips just 
before reaching the city he plans to cover 
only 21 miles, from Tarrytown to Kings- 
bridge, while on the day’s walk previous 
he plans to walk from Poughkeepsie to 
Ossining, a distance of 74 miles. The old 
man is displaying remarkable vitality, and 
bids fair to accomplish the wonderful per- 
formance of walking from coast to coast 
in 75 days.

Merry del Val was appointed Pgpal Sec- 
retary. At the first public Consistory, 
on Nov. 12, he was made a Cardinal in 
the Sistine Chapel. His parents, who 
were present, were overcome with emotion 
and wept. He was just 38 years of age, 
the youngest member of the Sacred Col- 
jege,; and the youngest Papal Secretary 
of State of modern times. 
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The appointment of the young Secretary 


was. received with Intense satisfaction 
throughout the Catholic world. His youth 
and education seemed to prophesy a broad 
and rational Papal policy; his learning 
and wide experience implied the exalted 
carrying out of such a policy. He was 
known to believe that the Church should 
take the first step in healing the breach 
between the Vatican and the Quirinal. 
Only among Roman Cardinals was his ap- 
pointment unpopular. They condemned 
the very qualities which produced enthu- 
siasm elsewhere. 

On one point have the prophesies proved 
true. After seven years the tension be- 
tween the Vatican in? the Quirinal 
not quite so strained. Italian Roman 
Cathctics may now, with certain reser- 
vations, elect deputies, and serve as dep- 
aties. The Vatican holds itself ready to 
negotiate with the Italian Government a 
treaty which shaJl legally establish its 
territory in Italy. So much and no more 
has the young Papal Secretary of State 
accomplished. 

Merry del Val, in spite of his being 
calied ‘‘the Spaniard,’’ is a British sub- 
ject. He was born in London, Oct. 10, 
1865, when his father was Secretary to 
the Spanish Embassy at the Court of St. 
James’s. He has English or Irish blood 
on both his father’s and his mother’s side. 
His father, Don Rafael, Marquis Merry 
sie] Val, is descended from a branch of 
the “Waterford family of Merry, estab- 
lished in Spain; his mother is the only

Merry del Val did understand the 
situation in France.

the Concordat. Hig policy was, therefore, 
to humiliate the Government of the re- 
public and reveal its weakness. In the 
first place declined to recognize the 
French Government's nominations of Arch- 
bishops and Bishops. He next ordered 
those French prelates known to be in 
sympathy with the separation bill, then 
being debated in the Chambers, to re- 
sign. They declined to do so and were 
excommunicated. Ag the prelates’ in 
question were, under the Concordat, of- 
ficials of the French Government first 
and secondly priests of the Church, the 
Government looked upon the action of 
Merry del Val as an unwarranted in- 
terference with the internal affairs of 
France and a violation of the Concordat. 
But it did not feel the humiliation ex- 
pected. It simply presented the Papal 
Ambassador at Paris with his passport. 

Another insult to the Third Republic 
was soon administered. On the visit of 
President Loubet to Rome in the early 
Summer of 1904 Merry del Val, in the 
Popes name, issued a circular letter to 
the Catholic powers denouncing this visit,

Nowadays the work of defacing coins 
is reduced to a fine art. The old, 
method of plttgging the coins will not suf- 
fice, since the general public and the Gov- 
ernment are far more intolerant of the 
practice than ever before. If the precious 
metal is to be robbed from the coins it 
must be done so cleverly that even the 
expert will be deceived. It no longer pays 
to mutilate nickel or even silver coins, so, 
except in exceptional cases, it is only the 
gold coins which are mutilated. This 
practice, commonly known as “ sweat- 
ing,’’ requires considerable skill, and the 
ingenuity displayed is often amazing. 

The ‘sweating’ must be done in such 
a way that the coin will appear perfect, 
even to the closest observer. The Federal 
Government will not permit any gold coin 
to circulate the weight of which is below 
the point of legal tolerance, which is 
fixed at one-half of one per cent. If a 
coin is found to be lighter than this it is 
stamped with a large L, to indicate its 
lightness, and is returned to the bank or 
the individual who last handled it. The 
only redress of the owner is to have the 
coins sent to Washington to be reminted, 
The owner must stand the loss in weight, 
which is often considerable. In cases 
where the coin has been “sweated” an 
investigation may follow, with criminal 
prosecution.

The original grant was to cover Broad- 
way from the Battery to Manhattanville, 
but time and the smoke of battle altered 
the northern limif. ‘“*‘ The Forty Thieves ”’ 
certainly thought they were granting a 
franchise into the wilderness of nowhere 
when they let it extend to Manhatitan- 
ville. Doubtless they never dreamed that 
New York would get up to Manhattan- 
ville. 

In 1863 Commodore Vanderbilt got into 
the fight. He stole a march on Sharp 
while the latter was in Albany lobbying 
for a bill to father the Broadway 
franchise by slipping an ordinance through 
the Common Council allowing the Harlem 
tailroad (which he controlled) to extend 
its line down Broadway from Fourteenth 
Street to the Battery,. 

Sharp’s bill was finally passed. Mean- 
while Vanderbilt had torn up the block in 
Brozdway from Thirteenth to Fourteenth 
Street as a strategic move, and this -e- 
mained so for nearly two years pending 
the legal battle between Vanderbilt and 
Sharp.
